The County Water Agency “ is on the 
hot seat." with relatively little time to 
have information developed and deter­ 
minations made as to the best projects to 
supply Santa Barbara County with sup­ 
plemental water, County Supervisor 
Robert E 
Kallman told the agency 
board of directors Monday 
The directors — who are members of 
the Board of Supervisors — accepted 
voluminous reports of potential dam 
projects in the county and recommenda­ 
tions of an advisory committee on State 
Water allocation, pricing and financing, 
and once again looked forward to the 
possibility of a giant bond election in 
November, 1978 
A water conservation project on 
Salsipuedes Creek, once considered 
briefly in the mid 1960s, was revived in a 
studv reviewed by the Board of Super­ 
visors Monday 
Pre lim in a ry in vestigations by 
Bookman-Edmonston. engineering con­ 
sultants indicate a dam and reservoir 
could be built on the creek south of Lom­ 
poc for about $21 million based on 1976 
price levels 
The project was once considered by 
the Bureau of Reclamation during 
studies that eventually led to the Lompoc 
Project recommendations, but was set 
aside because of the low yield 
A 
Salsipuedes project, according to studies 
carried out this year by the engineering 
companv would yield about 6.500 acre 
feet of water annually from a storage of 
52.000 acre feet 
However, the figures 
are subject to “ refinement upon further 
Study " By comparison, the lllfated 
Lompoc Project would have yielded 
about 16.000-plus acre feet annually. 
The Salsipuedes studv is one of several 
produced by the company to satisfy the 
mandate of the County Water Agency 
The Salsipuedes project, as figured in 


the company’s study would call for use of 
the water in a ground replenishment 
program, or for recharge of the un­ 
derground 
basin 
by percolation 
Engineers deemed the system more 
economical than a “ surface delivery- 
safe yield type of operation 
The latter 
is a pipeline system similar to that used 
for the Cachuma output 
Estimated costs of the project would 
be split.

In a hardhitting speech to the group, 
which was composed of mostly farmers 
or ranchers. Smith said "we in the north 
countv are trying to preserve a different 
life style Taxes are output to us — 
while they are input or income to the 
bureaucrats — and I am afraid that we 
just don’t have much in common We are 
the producers 
they are the consumers 
and that’s the way it is " 


Smith also made these points 
I am not here to bore you with a lot 


of useless statistics concerning the for­ 
mation of Los Padres County, which has 
become known as the county split As 
you know, two studies were done And if 
you have been following the news media, 
I am sure that you are confused rather 
than enlightened 
The study that was 
done in Santa Maria was a good one The 
people that did it were competent, and 
they did a very fine job, an honest job 
They set out and they labored long and 
hard to determine if a split was 
economically feasible, and if it would be 
beneficial to tne taxpayers and to the 
public at large They compared budgets 
from five other counties that are com­ 
parable in size and population to the 
proposed Los Padres and they found 
that the split would be beneficial no 
doubt about it 
Th» n the Santa Barbara Bureaucracy 
went to work and they came up with 


figures that were startingly dissimilar, 
figures which were designed to scare 
everyone with the threat of higher taxes 
and a lower level of county services, and 
the war was on Study against study, 
man against man 
The differences between the two 
studies have been explainable right from 
the opening gun, but the truth eluded 
everyone’s attention

County may not have voice 
in LNG ruling, board told

Gov Brown seems so intent on getting a site for a liquefied 
natural gas complex that the “ decision might not be up to this 
county." Board of Supervisors chairman Harrell Fletcher of Santa 
Maria informed the board Monday 
Fletcher, along with Supervisor William B Wallace of Goleta, 
talked with Gov Brown and two of his aides in Santa Barbara last 
Saturday and Fletcher said he was convinced Gov Brown wants to 
act quickly — no doubt looking long and hard at the Pt. Conception 
site — rather than risk another Dow Chemical “ fiasco." 
Legislation designed to give the state the selection power is 
proceeding in Sacramento, but would not be effective until next 
January, if adopted 
Meanwhile, county supervisors discussed strategy concerning 
the LNG siting late Monday at a weekly board session, and it 
resulted in the board authorizing County Environmental Coor­ 
dinator Albert F Reynolds to be at Gov Brown's "beck and call" 
in advising him of the county’s policies and activities in proceeding 
with having an Environmental Impact Report (E IR ) drawn up on 
the basis of Western Terminal Co applying for the Pt Conception 
site. 
Wallace, along with Fletcher, got distinct impressions about 
Gov Brown and the LNG siting problem 
Wallace told the board “ the feeling I got loud and clear was that 
Gov Brown is very uninformed about the LNG situation and our 
role the role of the Office of Planning and Research, and the 
history of the project at this point. 


"His main concern is not to have another Dow Chemical 
fiasco,’ and he wants a site chosen as soon as possible, regardless 
of where that may be. he told the board, in giving similar impres­ 
sions to those voiced by Fletcher 
Reynolds reminded the board that he was proceeding on the 
grounds the county was the lead agency in the Pt. Conception ap­ 
plication. and was setting up final negotiations sessions to have 
consultants selected to handle the E IR which the applicant would 
fund 
Reynolds said also there was a need to decide if the Terminal 
Company should be encouraged to file for an offshore site, possible 
off Santa Rosa Island A site off the Channel Islands would place it 
within county controls and provide the county with tax benefits, it 
was stated 


However. Fletcher is hopeful of approval of the Pt Conception 
site For one thing, if a Los Padres County were set up. such a site 
would be within the realm of the proposed new northern county and 
thus reap tax windfalls A Channel Islands site would give tax

The projects funded under the Older Americans Act keep us alive Well, just 
about alive There's money for housing and health There’s money for welfare, 
education, income There's money for employment In some areas, there s 
money for sociability Within these defined programmatic categories, direc­ 
tors and staff in offices of the aging do as good a job as they can 
Improving the quality of our lives is a different matter There's no lagniappe 
in the categorical budgets No money is specifically allotted to fund needed 
programs designed to make life more beautiful for the elderly The directors of 
offices of the aging must therefore find the money for experimentation and for 
pilot programs that will enrich our lives 
This brings us back to the “ money” book The correct name of the book is. 
“ A National Guide to Government and Foundation Funding Sources in the 
Field of Aging 
The authors are Lilly Cohen. MA of Adelphi University’s 
Program on Aging, and Marie Oppedisano-Reich Phi) of the Nassau County 
Department of Senior Citizen Affairs both in New York 
The book covers data relative to federal and state grants as distributed under 
the Older Americans Act Additionally, there are analyses of other federal 
programs whose purposes may be applicable to some funding for the aging 
Then there is grant information about state programs state agency activities, 
area agency planning and social services related to the aged 
There is also a breakdown by federal catalog number and program title of 
ongoing aging programs The categories run from volunteerism through men­ 
tal health from education to supportive services from behavioral research to 
veterans' programs to nursing homes 
and more 
If there's a program for the aged working this book w ill give readers a full 
financial story The who. what where whv of getting the monev is covered 
The “ how much money'' is listed The how to ask for the money is explained 
Eligibility requirements and where to applv ire specified The application 
procedure is defined Any official senior citizen office anywhere in the United 
States can check its own programs and expenditures against the data in the 
“ money” book 
What follows the breakdown of the federal and state availabilities in this 
funding guide is just as important We get to Chapter IV That’s the listing by 
states of foundations interested in programs that support the aging Their 
names are in this book for a reason Between January 1972. and August. 1976, 
the 126 foundations which are named made 500 grants of $5,000 or more for 
projects benefiting the aged Here again we get chapter and verse This book 
tells readers how to apply for foundation money

yesterday morning in Solvang 
The session, which attracted 
about 50 people, was held in the 
Solvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment District ('enter with Chet 
Pelton. a health planner with 
the California Department of 
Health. Statewide Planning and 
Development Office, presiding 


Pelton said the purpose of the 
meeting was to review the ap­ 
plication and certificate of need 
prior to a public hearing to be 
conducted by the state under 
more formal circumstances” 
the first week of June Follow­ 
ing the public hearing, Pelton 
said the state would rule in 
about 15 days or about the mid­ 
dle of .1 un«* on the application to 
provide the additional skilled 
nursing beds at the residence. 


J e r r y 
M c C o n n e ll, a d ­ 
ministrator of the recovery 
residence and the adjacent 
Solvang Lutheran Home, which

Athletic programs are feel­ 
ing a budget crunch, and Lompoc High 
Principal Robert Paisola has reluctantly 
reversed a long-standing personal policy 
of not allowing athletic team s to do fund­ 
raising 
iCabrillo 
High Students 
are 
already allowed to do so ) 
"Now w e’re saying, green light, go. 
Paisola said at a meeting with about 15 
parents Wednesday 
Lompoc High’s athletic department 
budget is the sam e, but programs are e x ­ 
panding. Paisola said 
There are four 
new girls' teams, making a total of eight, 
in addition to the 10 boys' team s. The 
costs of equipment, supplies and of­ 
ficiating also are increasing 
To be permitted to raise funds, each of 
those 18 team s would have to form a club 
—

spending of the money Football might

In addition to these 18 potential clubs,

lunch program, booster clubs, the PTA 
and the Associated Student Body will 
have to stop selling snacks on campus 
and seek other wavs to raise funds for 
such

madrigals, the band, the forensics team, 
the drill team and the spintleaders 
The "one stringent rule" for all this 
fund-raising. Paisola said, would be that 
students "sell a product or render a ser­ 
vice." In other words, no panhandling, 
no begging 
Paisola said he disapproves of "walk- 
a-thons.

ping-pong-a- 
thons." in which citizens donate, for e x ­ 
ample, a dime for every mile walked or 
hour danced by a fund-raiser, but receive 
no product or service for their charity. 
Paisola also warned of possible con­ 
flicts among all these clubs and groups 
competing for that idle portion of the 
community dollar 
"We have certain coaches, 
he said, 
trying to be diplomatic, "of the aggres­ 
sive type ” Without some restrictions 
“ they’d be fund-raising all year round.' 
he said 
One month the baseball coach, for ex­ 
ample. might have his athletes out hustl­ 


ing for local funds, and with baseball as 
popular as it is. gaining a great deal of 
community support. Paisola said Then 
along com es girls' basketball, he said, 
which finds the community drained of 
generosity 
"We'd like to see that the porky pigs 
don’t get all the money, and that the 
aggressive groups don t take advantage 
of the less aggressive ones,' 
Paisola 
said. 
"I'm getting dizzy just thinking of all 
these groups," one parent commented 
Another noted 
that 
the fund-raising, 
along with practice and playing, not to 
mention studying, is going to make lor 
very busy children 
Paisola agreed, saying he would favor 
a few. large fund-raising efforts — a 
circus or carnival, for example — which 
would help a number of groups, rather 
than having students going "constantly

The choice to die 


Almost daily one reads or 
hears about 
some 
new 
chemical substance contained 
in a widely used product which 
will either cause some sort of 
cancer or irreparably harm a 
portion of our environment. 
The regulatory agencies of the 
government have to be having 
a field day finally justifying 
their own existence. 


Coincidental with 
these 
reports comes the idea that all 
of us just might be living in a 
society in which living itself 
might be hazardous to our 
health. And the exceedingly 
long list of toxic materials we 
are subjected to daily would 
tend to bear out that sugges­ 
tion 
Indeed, those same 
regulatory agencies, such as 
the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration and the E n ­ 
vironmental 
P ro te ctio n 
Agency, might also be wonder­ 
ing to what extent their bans 
and prohibitions will eventual­ 
ly restrict the Gross National 
Product of the country they 
are trying so hard to protect. 


Alreadv included among 
those items suspected of caus­ 
ing damage to either the en­ 
vironment or our health per­ 
sonally are plastic wrapping 


for foods, aerosol sprays, as- 
e c o n o m y . That would probably 
bestos, benzene, insecticides, prove to be an unacceptable 
chlorinated water, and a 
variety of cosmetics. There 
are some 30,000 more sub­ 
stances which fall into the 
same category. Dangerous. 


Well, with our health and the 
health of the world being 
threatened on the one hand, 
and the economy of the richest 
country of the world being 
threatened on the other, what 
can or should happen9 More 
than seven million workers 
are exposed to some toxic 
material each day. and eight 
millions more are expected to 
be added once all uses of 
chemicals are known 
Does 
the government have an 
overriding 
responsibility 
to 
the economy or to the lives of 
the workers who compose the 
backbone of that economy9 


Governments 
answer 
to 
that question has seemed to 
be more regulation to keep the 
greatest number of workers 
and consumers alive and in 
relatively good health. At the 
same time, these regulations 
are placing an almost un­ 
bearable burden 
and could put a 
cant 
dent in 


on business 
very signifi- 
the national 


result for both government 
and business, and wrould neces­ 
sitate some median ground. 
What will finally come to 
pass, at least in the eyes of the 
R e s e a r c h 
I n s t i t u t e 
of 
America, is that the federal 
re g u la to r s 
w ill 
choose 
between general and personal 
environmental and product 
dangers, or, “ the cigarette 
solution. 
In other words, 
products which pose a danger 
to the consumer of that 
product and to no one else will 
be labeled, as are cigarettes 
today. 
And those products, 
such as aerosols, which are a 
threat to the world at large 
will be banned outright. 
For the workers whose lives 
may be affected by the 
products with which they 
work, we suppose the answer 
is an OSHA regulation which 
would say something to the ef­ 
fect of: working with these 
materials may be hazardous to 
your health. And if the worker 
has a family and no alter­ 
native sources of job or in­ 
come. then the choice to die 
would at least be his own. 
knowingly if unwillingly ac­ 
cepted.

WASHINGTON — A Washington odd 
couple, Spiro Agnew and Tongsun Park 
have quietly teamed up in London 
Agnew was drummed out of the vice 
presidency in 1973. and Park fled from a 
Justice Department investigation two 
vears later — the former for allegedly 
accepting bribes »he latter for allegedl.v 
paying bribe> 
Thev have now com­ 
bined their talents in 
pursuit of in te r­ 
national 
business 
deals Park’s private 
papers contain cryptic 
reference to joint 
Agnew-Park ventures 
in the Middle East 
We have also es­ 
tablished that Agnew 
has received mes­ 
sage* at the Korean 
entrepreneur s London 
office On at least one occasion Park 
personally accepted a telephone mes­ 
sage for the former vice president 
More specifically, an elusive busines­ 
sman named Sami Shamoon has sent 
joint i ables to Agnew and Park about a 
steel venture in Iran 
One cable dated Nov 25 1975 assured 
the odd couple that the Iranian steel 
business 
will grow very big since 
100 000 residential flats coming up only 
in Tehran With dams and other projects, 
steel construction is extremely and 
definitely vast If you agree, we can have 
a joint venture together 
in a separate cable, an aide advised 
Tongsun Park of a Shamoon cable “ ad­ 
dressed to both you and Governor S A as 
a most urgent and important message It 
is clear from other evidence that the 
mvsterious 
Governor S A 
is Spiro 
Agnew 
who was once governor of 
Marvland 
Park s private record* also tell of bulk 
varn deals in Iran A travel itinerary in­ 
dicates that Agnew Park and Shamoon 
made at least one business trip together 
to New York City And Agnew s name 
crops up in other Park documents 
Our attempts to get an explanation of 
the Agnew-Park connection from the 
principals were fruitless We were told 
that both men were out of the countrv 
We tried to reach Agnew through 
Pathlite Inc., a Maryland firm that lists 
him as its president All our questions 
were answered with a polite “ no com­ 
ment 
Park s American company. Pacific 
Development Inc had no telephone We 
tried Park at a London number provided 
by one of our sources The phone was 
answered “ Eastern Navigation, 
but we 
were told Park was not there We left 
messages for him in London and for 
his attorney m Washington 
We also traced the mysterious Sami 
Shamoon to London, but he has an un­ 
listed number 
Footnote 
In past columns, we have 
chronicled Park's financial shenanigans, 
which have often left his creditors 
holding the bills for his financial fan­ 
dangos and posh life-style We pieced the 
story together from his private papers, 
which were saved from the shredder 
Reporters Lew Perdue and Ken Cum­ 
mins are now collecting these papers for 
a book on Washington scandals, which 
they will write with author Robin Moore 
Ford Attack 
Gerald Ford has been 
keeping his powder dry but he is now 
preparing a broadside against the man 


who succeeded him in the White House 
In his first major political speech since 
leaving office the former president will 
tell the nation on May 19 what he thinks 
ot Jimmv Carter's policies 
Ford s opinion of his successor, ac­ 
cording to intimates isn t favorable He 
intends to take the hide oft Carter on 
such domestic issues as inflation, taxes 
and energy 
As one intimate put it 
Ford's going to Like off the gloves " 
The former president gave the first 
hint of what is to come in some off-the- 
cuff remark- on April 16 
Mr, Carter‘s 
anti-inflation program came in like a 
lion 
It's going out like a mouse, 
grumped Ford 
Ford probably will point out in his Mav 
19 speech that he held the annual infla­ 
tion rate to slightlv over five per cent 
But under Carter there is gloomy talk of 
another round of 
double digit 
infla­ 
tion 
Ford is hard at work on the May 19 
speech He is also consulting advisers on 
Capitol Hill to make "ure his remarks 
won t upset their political strategies 
Footnote 
He will take it easy on 
Carter on foreign affairs, particularly 
the delicate SALT negotiations. Ford * 
friends tell us 
Oil Rip-Off The United States spends 
a staggering $35 billion on imported oil 
each year, yet there are no controls over 
the oil purchases It is left to the oil com­ 
panies not the federal government to 
negotiate the purchases 
This might be accepted as the 
American way given our free enterprise 
svstem except for some multi-miilion- 
dollar price manipulations The Federal 
Energj 
Administration 
recently dis­ 
covered that 20 major I S oil companies 
overcharged the public $336 million for 
oil transferred from their foreign af­ 
filiates Gulf Gil alone ripped off the 
countrv for $79 6 million 
This has outraged Rep Charles \ anik 
D Ohio, chairman of the powerful House 
Trade subcommittee In a private letter 
to President Carter Vanik has written 
In 
reviewing vour energy proposal, 
which I substantially support. I find no 
recommendation for changing the pre­ 
sent method of import oil procurement 
Since the oil we import is sold by 
foreign governments as sovereign states, 


it would appear to our national advan­ 
tage to deal with the oil-producing states 
on a government-hv-govemment basis 
Leaving the negotiations to the oil in­ 
dustry 
Vanik concludes, hasn t always 
served 
the best interests ot the 
American consumer

It arrived in a large book packet at the 
office addressed to me not long ago Why 
somebody would send it to me is as 
mvsterious as why someone would give 
me a brochure for a Rolls Royce. but 1 
am glad to have had an opportunity to 
glance through it. anyway 
Otherwise. I would not have known 
that there is available near Santa Bar­ 
bara a 161 acre parcel containing 3 000 
mature and 11 000 voung lemon trees and 


on which is built a main house containing 
12,000 square feet of living space Ten of 
the acres immediately surrounding the 
house (which has five bedrooms and 4G 
baths» are devoted to parklike grounds 
laced with walkways that wand their way 
to rose gardens, a 10-stall stable and the 
music conservatory.

For just $50,000 more than what is be­ 
ing asked for the foregoing estate, you 
could buy a ranch in Hidden Valley 
Calif . which also has been called 
“ home“ by Dean Martin Other celebrity 
owners have included tennis great Roy 
Ash. Roy Rogers. Eve Arden, and 
Richard Widmark 
It is a 99-acre 
property with three barns. 22 oversized 
stalls (for big horses. I guess», in-barn 
apartments and an office 
The book which is three-quarters of an 
inch thick, is full of such properties but 
if you think the cost of some of these 
places has been high, consider this one 
additional listing 


It is an “ exciting desert contem­ 
porary 
in Palm Springs built on 1 5 
acres of well-landscaped desert land 
with a panoramic view of majestic 
mountains in the distance It has a pool 
of course plus tennis courts and a 50-bv

The nicking point at the London sum­ 
mit is likely to be one on which Carter 
puts the first importance 
That is 
nuclear proliferation, with the growing 
threat not only of the spread of weapons 
material but conflict with allies bent on 
their own independent rights 
West Germany s undertaking to sell a 
complete nuclear fuel process to Brazil 
has been opposed by the United States on 
the ground of proliferation 
This has 
been deeplv resented and it will, in all 
probabilitv figure in the London talks 
Recycling under such a process would 
provide ample weapons grade material 


In France feelings are equally strong 
about America s "monopoly" in the 
nuclear field with the drive for non­ 
proliferation seen as an attempt to hold 
' this monopoly France had at one time 
considered selling a nuclear fuel cycle to 
Pakistan The rioting currently putting 
All Bhutto's government in the gravest 
jeopardy points up the perils of exposing 
the ultimate weapon to the overthrow by 
violence of what might have seemed a 
stable order 


Despite a strong stand by Carter, 
speculation on the outcome of the 
nuclear phase of the summit is for a final 
communique that will say the subject of 
proliferation was thoroughly explored to 
the gain ot all concerned 
This would leave the whole ticklish 
matter just about where it is today On 
the optimistic side the powers. France. 
Germany and Britain, that have a 
nuclear capability, might agree to even­ 
tual internationalization of the whole 
nuclear bundle with stronger safeguards 
than those enforced by the International 
Atomic Energy Agency 
After the summit and the NATO 
meeting Carter and Vance will go to 
Geneva to meet with Haffez Assad of 
Syria Assad is expected to convey the 
same gloomv outlook that King Hussein 
of Jordan brought to Washington for a 
meeting with Carter Vance looks at the 
Middle East with a realism that can 
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hardlv be called detached, since he is 
tearful that if no peace settlement can be 
arrived at within six months to a year 
the odds are for another Middle East 
war 
In the course of a month so crowded 
that hi* schedule looks like an airline 
timetable. Vance will go back to Geneva 
for three or four days of discussion with 
Soviet Foreign M in ister Andrei 
Gromyko on an eventual agreed limita­ 
tion on offensive nuclear weapons Talks 
Vance held in Moscow with Communist 
partv Chairman Leonid Brezhnev were 
broken off with dire prognostications of 
failure 
Since that happened discussion has 


b**en going on at a lower level ( entering 
on Soviet ambassador Anatoly Dobrynin 
in Washington Vance believes the gloom 
out of Moscow was exaggerated He i> 
fairly confident that an agreement will 
be reached perhaps even before the Oc- 
tuber deadline In between he is paving a 
ysit to Spain to encourage King Juan 
Carlos in his effort to democratize a 
countrv that for 36 vears was under a 
harsh dictatorship 


In the midst of all this he ha* allowed 
himself one da\ 
to attend the gradua 
tion from Yale of his only son. Cyrus Jr 
Secretaries of State in these times must 
be made of steel

The effort by Supervisor David Yager 
to produce an ordinance that would limit 
growth has stirred sharp opposition in 
some quarters, but echoes of that idea 
are contained in a growth management 
studv produced by the County-Cities 
Area Planning Council 
The council study report was based on 
work done in 1975 and 
revised this year 
Readers may recall 
that Yager wants an 
ordinance that would 
address the question 
of building permits 
Permits wouid be is­ 
sued for only so many 
building units in a 
year That idea may 
be changed, but that’s 
what Yager said he 
wanted He based his 
thoughts on a one per 
cent growth limitation and conceded that 
it would be more practical in south coast 
jurisdictions than elsewhere except for 
Santa Ynez 
Yager mentioned the council study 
during a conversation on the growth 
limitation question last week Opposition 
to Yager's proposal has come strongest 
from the fourth and fifth supervisorial 
districts 
Here are some statistics from the 
report 
Of 204 persons queried in the 
fourth district on their preference for a 
growth factor. 76 or 37 per cent said they 
desired a slow or one per cent growth 
rate, while 85 or 42 per cent said 
they wanted a moderate or two per cent 
growth At the extremes, 18 per cent 
said they wanted to stop growth entirely, 
and three per cent wanted rapid or 3-5 
per cent growth annually 
In the fifth district. 39 per cent of 221 
persons who were polled said they 


wanted slow growth and the same 
percentage said they wanted moderate 
growth 
The figures for the first, second and 
third districts were weighted heavily in 
favor of slow growth 
It remains to be seen whether the 
samplings were large enough and com­ 
prehensive enough to reflect the true 
consensus in the various districts 
The study report also notes some 
limitations in the way the work was 
done 
There's a warning that “ Any 
system attempting to manage growth 
and land use will necessarily produce im­ 
pacts of several types “ Then the report 
goes on to note the impacts on the 
economic base, on the employment 
market on the environment, and finally 
on the housing market some of short 
term and some of long term duration 
But the most interesting conclusion, 
which casts a light on Yager’s proposal, 
is this “ Attempts to limit population by 
means of moratoria, zoning ordinances, 
and building permit restrictions alone 
will not be entirely successful because 
they do not attack the factors which are 
actually causing the population growth “ 
Then the report goes on to suggest that 
the sources of employment must be 
managed because popuiation tends to go 
where the jobs are
